BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
The steamship William Crane, which ar- 
rived here today from Savannah, came near 
being destroyed by fire Tuesday last near 
Frying-Pan Shoals, and was only saved from 
destruction by the heroic efforts of the offi- 
cers and crew. The steamer is commanded 
by Capt. Taylor, and had a crew of twenty- 
five. There were five cabin passengers, and 
she had a large cargo of cotton and general 
merchandise. The fire was discovered among 
the cotton in the vessel’s hold by one of the 
colored waiters about 8 o’ciock in the 
morning, the passengers and nearly ail 
the crew being asleep. He aroused 
all hands and a hurried investigation showed 
that several bales of cotton under the main 
cabin were burning. Before the water could 
de turned on the cotton was blazing and the 
The passengers hurried 
out of.the cabin in their night-clothes, and 
had there been a large number of them 
aboard there would no doubt have been a 
panic. The donkey-pumps were set to work, 
and the crew labored manfully. Beneath 
the burning cotton were a hundred barrels of 


turpentine. Six oreight of the men gave 
out from heat and exhaustion, and 
the turpentine had caught 
fire. Mr. Fields, the first mate, offered to go 
down and investigate, and. taking a hose in 
hand, was lowered down into the hold. The 
men who neld the ropes were nearly driven 
away from their posts by the stifling smell. 
Mr. Fields had no sooner reached bot- 
tom of the hold than he was overcome by 
the heat. He was compelled todrop the 


hose, 

to pullhim up hefainted. He reached the 
deck almost lifeless. At first it 
was thought the fire could not 
be subdued, and the life-boats were procured 
and the passengers got their valuables to- 
gether preparatory to leaving the steamer, 
Three hundred bales of cotton and a num- 
ber of barrels of turpentine were throw 
overboard. After fourteen hours of ha 
work the fire was extinguished. The vessel 
was badly damaged and the loss to cargo ex- 
ceeds 835,000. | 


The Terrible Experience ofthe Steamer 


Lamport White Crossing the Ocean. 


Hauirax, N. S., Sept. 6.—The steamer 


Lamport, from Baltimore for London, has 


arrived here in distress. One hundred and 
forty catile, shipped by Lingham & Co., of 
Boston, were lost at sea. 

Wednesday, the 22d, a gale struck the ship, 
increasing in fury as the day advanced. The 
steamer was frequently swept by seas of 
fearful power. After dark the storm grew 
worse, the wind blowing with terrific vio- 
lence and the sea rising to a fearful hight, 
threatening every moment to swamp the 
steamer.

Great 
seas swept the decks, carrying away 130 out 
of 170 cattle aboard, and badly injuring a 
number of the crew.

bark N. Boynton of Boston, Capt. Nason, 


with a very valuable cargo of sugar and 


hemp, which left Manila tne 1ith of Febru- 
ary, and Singapore April 20, arrived at this 
port today, having encountered severe 
weather on the passage, which infficted con- 
siderable damage to the vessel and crew. 
The Captain states that the 24th of August, 
when in latitude 24, longitude 60, they had a 
heavy squall with rain, the wind soon after 
increasing to a hurricane, the vessel laboring 
fearfully in the high sea and the deck 
covered with water. At 10:10 p. m. shipped 
a heavy sea, carrying away two large life 
boats, with their contents, frem the forward 
house, staving in the side of the forecastle 
and the bulkhead of the carpenter shop and 
galley, breaking doors, etc., maki a com- 
plete wreck of them, besides injuring seven 
of the crew very seriously. One ot the men, 
named Fred Anderson, received such sert 
ous injuries that he died in an hour after the 
accident. He was a native of Russia, 34 

ears old, and unmarried. His ns were 

uried at sea. The gale also li the rail 
and coverum board on the forecastle, so that 
the ends of the timber were exposed, permit- 
ting the water to pour down below.

The Steamer Sunk Of Indias Harbor. 
Nova Scotia, Still Unidentified—Sur- 
mises Regarding Her Neme, 

HALT Ax. N. S., Sept. 5.—|Sveeial.|—The 
day passed without anything having been 
learned of the unknown steamer sunk off In- 
dian Harbor. Amid the various speculations 
fears were expressed that it might be the 
United States steamer Alliance, which is 


expected at. this port from Char- 
lottetown. That vessel, however, was 
to call at several places on 


her way, and may not be due for several 
days yet. This evening something more 
definit has been received. Indian Harbor 
is an inlet situated about eighty miles to the 
eastward of Halifax in the County of Guys- 


boro. The unknown wreck appears to have 


been first noticed last Saturday, an there is 
little doubt the ship went down during the 
violent gale of last Wednesday night. 

Capt. Albert Pride, of the packet-schooner 


Arrow. who was the first to make the dis- 


covery, has arrived at Sherbrooke, where is 
situated the telegraph oflice nearest to Indian 
Harbor, and he makes the following report: 
Saturday last, when near the Mate Shoals, 


my vessel bearing southeast by south, two 


miles distant from the Mate, on the east side 
ot Indian Harbor, I observed a ship’s spar in 
tne water with the keel upward, showing 
about twelve feet in the trough of the sea. 
It was of pitch pine and about eighteen 
inches in diameter. It ap be fast 
to the standing rigging of the v IL. and had 
evidently been sawed half through and then 
broken off. White paint and a little loose 
canvas were visible beneath the water, and a 
derrick boom similar to those used on boa 

steamships was attached to me spar. The 
water thereabouts was thick and black, with

than an inch or two below the surface.” 


The report made by Pride is doubted by 


some, but others, whose attention he direct- 
ed to the floating spar, corroborate the story.

Twelve Survivors from the Wreck of 
the Fark David—Captain and Three 
Men Washed Overboard—Woman’s 
Heroism While Tossed About in Mid- 
|New York Herald, Sept. 5.|—The English 

steamship Macedonia, Capt. William Watson 

commanding, arrived in port yesterday 


morning, having on board the twelve sur- 


vivors of the bark David, lost at sea. 

The David left Batavia for New York May 
17, having on board acrew of twenty men, 
with the Captain’s wife, the wife of the first 
officer, the maid-servant of the former and 
two children, aged respectively 5 and 7 years. 
The cargo was green coffee. 

The afternoon of the 28th of August a 
strong wind from the southeast swept over 
the water, and in a little time the vessel was 
pitching and tossing with considerable vio- 
lence. Durmg the night the force of both 
wind and Waves increased. At half-past 4 
o’clock in the morning a most appalling cir- 
cumstauce occurred. The wind had up to 
that time been from the southeast, and dur- 
ing the strongest blows of the hurricane had 
varied but little, if at all, from that direction. 
At the hour named, however, the wind sud- 
denly whisked around to the northeast and 
blew harder than ever. The David went 
over on her beam ends. All sails were split 
in a moment, the maintopsail yard was car- 
and. Laer waa, dite die 
mainyard, and eve w , 
tress and con K vessel backed like 
a high-mettled charger at some awful appar- 
ition. Capt. Stromberg rushed aft to the 
wheel, and some of the men tried to so ar- 
range the fluttering ribbons of canvas as to 
get headway on the ship. 

Then without warning a mountain of water 
rose up over her stern, hung suspended for 
a moment, and fell with crushing effect on 
the vessel with a roar that drowned out every 
other sound. The bark shivered under the 
blow, and then fell into the trough of the 
sea, pouring tons of water from her decks at 
every roll. The binnacle and everything 
movable was carried over The map 
at. the wheel was picked up and huried 
mangled and senseless into the scuppers. 
The wheel was smashed. Second-Mafe C. 
Larson, who had attempted to reach the 
wheel, was thrown agaiust .the afterhouse 
and fell to the deck unconscious.

Brief Stop at Pittsburg on His Home- 
ward Journey~What He Thinks of 
Chicago.

At the church a 
fair was held, and a crowd of people 
from Catonsville and the surrounding coun- 
try were having a merry time. Suddenly the 
monastery bell sounded an alarm. A panic 
followed, but everybody succeeded in getting 
out safely. At the ironastery the priests ran 
down-stairs, reaching the ground before the 
flames had touched the lower floor. Water 
was scarce, and the wells in the neighbor- 
hood were soon pumped dry. Fire-engines 
were summoned from the city, but, there 
being no water, they were useless. 
The fire originated in the cupola. A tank of 
water on the roof was overturned, but it was 
ineffectual. The sacred vestments, golden 
altar vessels, and chalices were the only arti- 
cles of value saved. The library on the third 
floor contained 4,000 volumes, some of them 
very valuable. From one of the libraries on the 
lower floor a few hundred books were saved, 
while hundreds of others were thrown out 
into the fields scorched and damaged. The 
monastery was one of the oldest and la t 
Catholic institutions in the country.

JAY GOULD AND GOVERNMENT TELE- 
RAPR.

The statement made by Jay Gould before 
the Senate Committee on Education and 
Labor was for the most part a case of lucus 
anon lucendo. His narration of the lite and 
times of Jay Gould was entertaining, and 
not the less so for the dash of impertinence 
which gave an ingenious and carefully pre- 
pared recital the appearance of an im- 
promptu, off-hand reminiscente of the early 
struggles of a self-made man. At times the 
story was positively tearful, and the picture 
of a penniless boy, born of poor but honest 
parents, kneeling down in the woods in soli- 
tude, crying for very despair, but praying 
for new faith and energy, might be intro- 
duced with effect into Sunday-school books. 
At the same time Mr. Gould omitted to tell 
much of his career which might be of more 
practical value, even if of less romantic 
interest, to the public. He seems to 
have passed over in silence his con- 
nection with the Erie Railroad. Perhaps 
that was wise. But at least he might have 
entered into more detail with regard to the 
Wabash system, which has been the latest 
object of his manipulation. The most the 
public has learned as to his corporation con- 
nections is, that “he long since passed the 
point where money-making was the hight of | 


been engaged in experimenting with com- 
binations, pools, etc., simply with a view to 
ascertaining how much blood may de 
squeezed out of his victims without actually 
destroying them. He is evidentiy a believer 
in vivisection, and practices it for mere per- 
sonal amusement. 

What Gould had to say of the Government 
telegraph project has a special interest just 
now, because the theme is uppermost in the 
minds of the people. His position may be 
described correctly by saying that he is op- 
posed to a Government telegraph unless the 
United States Government will buy out the 
Western Union Company at its valuation 
of the stock or by means of an appraisement 
which he believes himself to be able to con- 
trol. Proceeding upon this basis he gave an 
exaggerated estimate of the intangible assets 
of the Western Union Company, which con- 
sist chiefly of its railroad contracts and its 
earning capatity. It is sufficient to say of 
the former that new telegraph companies 
which have been started from time to time 
have discovered that an affilia with the 
railroads is by no means essential to the 
construction or maintenance of telegraph 
lines; in regard to the latter, the earning ca- 
pacity of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company can scarcely be accepted ag 2 
proper gage for Government purchase in 
view of the fact that its earnings are to be 
credited in part to the exercise of certain 
powers which the National Government and 
various State Governments have delegated 
to the company, and in part te asystem of 
extortion growing out of a monopoly which 
has been built up at the expense of the peo- 
ple. The Government is the people, and the 
people cannut be expected reasonably to pay 
a premium to any private person or corpora- 
uon for surrendering sovereign powers 
which the Government is always at liberty 
to exercise for itself, or as a consideration to 
induce a company to abandon a system of 
monopoly or extortion which the Govern- 
ment ought never to have tolerated. 

Asa matter of fact, there is and wil! be no 
question of Government purchase of Mr. 
Gould’s telegraph system either at his own 
valuation or by a system of appraisement 
which he will be able to control. England 
went through a costly expefience of this 
kind, which is a standing warning to the 


and fictitious assets. It cost the English | 
Government nearly $50,000,000 to rid itself 
of just such contracts and entanglements as 
those which Gould says make up the most 
valuable part of the Western Union Com- 
pany’s property. The Government has with- 
in itself the right to construct telegraph 
lines which has been delegated to the West- 
ern Union Company, and Gould will 
find it difficult to persuade the Amer- 
ican people that there is any injustice 
in an effort on their part to protect them- 
selves from an arbitrary and extortionate 
misuse ot that right in the hands of private 
persons. Whena corporation grows to be 
so great, powerful, and absorbing that it 
ignores the source whence it derives its 
power, it furnishes the strongest possible 
evidence that the time has come for the peo- 
pie to reassert their sovereigh power. This 


is really the lesson which Gould’s whine, in 


anticipation of a Government telegraph, will 
convey to intelligent people. It will not be 
necessary either to confiscate Gould’s prop- 
erty nor to pay him thrice or quadruple its 
value, but only to proceed with the construc- 
tion of new poles and lines for the trans- 
mission of the Government telegraph busi- 
ness and such of the private correspondence 
which people may see fit to intrust to the 
Government service. 

The other objections Gould urges against 
a Government telegraph system dre simply 
those of opinion. He thinks the service 
would be Republican under a Republican 
Administration and Democratic under a 
Democratic Administration. Even in that 
case it would not be different from Gould’s 
administration of corporate affairs, for he 
has testified in a court of law that he always 
changes his politics to suit the political com- 
plexion of the Legislature and public au- 
thorities with whom he deals. Experience 
has taught that it will be safer to trust to the 
political changes in the Government. He 
gave away his case, too, when he declared 
his belief that “the delivery of the mails 
would be better:in the hands of private par- 
ties. if he is willing to place the mail 
service and telegraph service upon the 
some footing, it will not be possible fpr him 
to break the popular faith.in a Government 
telegraph; if the telegraph service of the 
country may be administered by the Govern- 
ment as efficientiy as the mail service, then 
the construction of a Government telegraph 
should not be delayed beyond the time neces- 
sary to secure Congressionalauthority. But 
Gould may as well dismiss immediately from 
his mind the hope that the Government will 
pay him and his company a bonus for per- 
mitting it to exercise the sovereign right of 
building telegraph lines, or a consideration 
for entangling contracts with the railroad 
companies which the Government does not 
want, or a special reward to induce the 
Western Union Company to abandon its 
monopoly and restore to the people the 
rights with which they have never parted. 

It should always be bornein mind in the 
discussion of this question that the Govern- 
ment is merely the representative of the peo- 
ple. A Government telegraph will de a 
people’s telegraph. ‘The conveniences pro- 
vided by Government will be enjoyed by the 
people. The profits, if any, will accrue to 
the people. May not the people of the United 
States reclaim their own? Have they not 
the saine right to transmit intelligence by 
electricity as by horse or steam power?

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC LAND-GRANT 
CLAIM. 

The brief which Judge Payson has filed 
with the Secretary of the Interior in reply 
to the audacious demand of Huntington that 
the Southern Pacific Company shall be 
awarded the un@arned land-grant of the 
Texas Pacific, under the cover of au alleged 
assignment, is in the nature of an indictment 
for the offense of an atiempt to obtain money 
under false pretenses. Whatever evidence 
may have been wanting hitherto to expose 
the defiant and unscrupulous schemes of this 
gigantic monopoly are supplied in this brief, 
which covers both the law and the facts. 
Judge Payson has passed once upon this 
claim in his official capacity as a member of 
the Judiclary Committee of the last Con- 
gress. He has now unofficially but still 
more effectively blocked the scheme of the 
conspirators to obtain from the Executive 
Department under cover of legal ingenuity 
what they despair of obtaining from the rep- 
resentatives of the people. 

In a few words Judge Payson establishes 
upon positive proofs, fortified by reference 
to the necessary documents, that Congress 
organized the Texas Pacific Company fora 
specified purpose, and agreed to give it 15,- 
000,000 acres of land if it built its road witn- 


in ten years’ time from the Mississippi River 


to San Diego Bay. It was debarred from 
making any arrangements which would de- 
stroy its own identity, and it was provided 
that in any consolidation it might make 
everything should be the property of the 
Texas Pacific. Itdid notaccomplish asingle 
act for which it was created, and, as Judge 
Payson says, “it attempted to accomplish 
everything which Congress prohibited,” and 
then attempted “to supplant Congress 
as a donor of the public domain to the South- 
ern Pacific,” which has no authority or rec- 
ognition by Congress east of Yuma, which 
pursued its course over the Colorado 
River and the Yuma Reservation in defiance 
of Congress and the feeble military power, 
and which made argument after argument 
whet it was fighting the Texas Pacific to 
show that aid of any character was useless 
and an unjustifiable expenditure of the pub- 
lic money. This virtuous syndicate now 
comes forward and demands $25,000,000 as 
grantee from a grantor which by its own 
showing never had any claim to the lands, 
and, by its failure to perform a singie act re- 
quired by Congress, never can have or earn. 

The baselesness of this claim does not rest 
entirely upon the arguments of its oppo- 
nents. The Southern Pacific syndicate has 
furnished plenty of testimony to show how 
holiow and absolutely void it is, and Hunt- 
ington’s quota has been frequeut and forci- 
ble. In 1877 he wrote the Secretary of War 
that whatever rights-fthe Texas Pacific may 
have had at Fort Yuma are forfeited, or, if 
not actually dead, require the favorable ac- 
tion of Congress to revive them.” In 1878 he 
wrote: “Lf it were once understood that no 
subsidies would hereafter be granted by 
Congress the incomplete gap would be filled 
by private capital alone without asking or 
committing tu any way the National reve- 
nues.” Before the Senate committee in the 
same year he said: “We are ready to con- 
struct right along and willing to provide 
an outlet to the East for ourselves with- 
out cost to the Government.” And 
again before the Senate committee: “The 
question before you is, whether you will 
give the Texas Pacific a guaranty of $40,000,- 
000 of bonds for building a road 200 miles of 
which is useless and 600 miles of which we 
offer to build without aid.” As if to make 
himseif thoroughly understoed and to con- 
vince the Interior Department how utterly 
absurd and baseless was the claim of the 
Texas Pacific to the grant, he wrote a letter 
in 1878 to Secretary Schurz and informed 
him that there was no such thing in exist- 
ence as a Texas Pacific Koad, that the com- 
pany had no road nor the pretense of one 
nearer than Eastern Texas, 1,200 miles away, 
and that it had no more existence or claim 
upon the land-grant than could come from 
“driving a line of pegs and scratching up a 
furrow of sand.” 


now by his attorneys and attempts to grab 
the 15,000,000 acres of land which by his own 
showmg were forfeited, and which the al- 
leged grantor can never earn. His claim 
has once been passed upon and thrown out 
by fourteen of the fifteen members of the 
Judiciary Committee, and now by legal 
trick and sophism he is seeking to get the 
land from the Interior Department, before 
the meeting of the next Congeess, which he 
knows will pass a bill settiing this monstrous 
fraud forever. That department has an 
overwhelming mass of testimony before it 
which establishes beyond dispute that the 
Texas Pacific had forfeited the grant, and 
consequently could not assign what it did not 
possess, and even if it had earned it could 
not have assigned it, as the Southern Pacific 
cannot be the legal assign under the original 
act. This testimony shows that the compa- 
ny which is alleged to have made the assign- 
ment had never earned the grant, and that 
the company which claims to have received 
the land by assignment built its road with- 
out any expectation of a grant. In this tes- 
timony Huntington confirms Judge Payson 
to the. very letter. The Interior Depart- 
ment, theretore, cannot afford to temporize 
with this impudent attempt to get lands be- 
longing to the Government without ren- 
dering any equivalent, or to take any 
action in the premises except to refer 
it to Congress, where it belongs and let the 
representatives of the people who are most 
concerned pass upon it. It it yields to the 
demand of the Southern Pacific syndicate 
and awards to it what does not belong to it 
either in law or eguity, if it allows these 
men te put their hands into the Public 
Treasury and take out 828,000, 000 to which 
they have given no equivalent, it will speed-

MORE RAILROAD EXACTIONS. 

The Executive, Committee of tne South- 
western Railway Association at its meeting 
Tuesday adopted a resolution recommending 
that no railroad west of Chicago shall be a 
party to through bills of lading from points 
east of this city to points further west ex- 
cept on the condition specially stipulated in 
the bills that the pool combination may, if it 
deems best, select the route over which the 
goods may be shipped west of this point. 
Eastern shippers who do not agree to these 
stipulations must have their goods reshipped 
at Chicago at their own expense. The reso- 
lution was agreed to on the advice of Com- 
missioner Fink, who stated that unless there 
was an express stipulation the goods could 
be sent over whatever Western route the 
shipper selected, 

By this action the shipper will be deprived 
not only of all the advantages of competi- 
tion between public carriers, but will be sub- 
ject to fine if he thinks any particular route 
for any reason more safe, more convenient, 
orinany way more desirable than another. 
The rule places him virtually at the mercy 
of the pool combination. Take a case in 
point. The Boston Sugar-Refinery Company 
has been in the habit of shipping its goods 
to Kansas City over the Rock Island Rail- 
road from Chicago, The shipper deemed 
that route the safest and the best. The other 
roads make complaint. They pretend to 
think that the Boston firm has a Special ar- 
rangement with the road by which it has se- 
cured arate less than that determined by 
the pool. This cannot be tolerated. For 
the future the Boston Sugar-Refinery Com- 
pany will haveto consent to have its goods 
sent over any route that the Pool Commis- 
sioner may pick out or submit to the delay 
and expense of reshipment at this city. 

Railroad corporations are evidently not 
pro bono publico. No shipper or consumer 
can escape their exactions. Rates must be 
maintained for the exclusive benefit of the 
stockholders. Neither producer nor con- 
sumers can be considered, nor can the pub- 
lic. ‘The public may protest, but the corpo- 
rators have the power, and they are deter- 
mined to use it, The pool railroads, in the 
language of Mr. Fink, will do that which 
“confers greater advantages on them- 
selves.“ They have reconciled the con-

The New York Tribune has been printing 
some articles recently which, as read be- 
tween the lines, if not actually in the text, 
betray the active agency of the high-tariif 
system in bringing about the prevailing de- 
pression in business. | 

One of the articles we refer to was sug- 
gested by a resolution of the Potters’ Asso- 
ciation to put up prices, and it sounds a 
Warning that the movement is inopportune 
“at a time when prices of nearly all staples 
are tending towards lower levels, and when 
hundreds of manufacturers in many leading 


are about to close or curtail production be- 
cause the demand does not equal the supply 
of the products.” A later article undertakes 
to trace the cause of business depression be- 
yond the assasination.of Garfield, or 
the partial failure of the crops in 
1881, or any ether of the numerous 
events and conditions which were mere in- 
cidents to the general business gloom which 
has been felt to a greater or less extent 
throughout the country by all classes of 
business, but especially by the manufactur- 
ers. It finds the underlying cause in “over- 
confidence,“ which it ascribes erroneously 
to specie resumption, and it adds: “In 

nearly every branch of trade or industry

If the New York Tribune were not bound 
up to the protection theory by its traditiuns,. 
it would admit candidly; as it does by indi- 
rection, that the high tariff led to fictitious 
prices, that fictitious prices led to wild com- 
petition, and that wild competition led to 
production in excess of the country’s con- 
suming capacity, which had been shortened 
up by the same high prices which had pro- 
moted overproduction. That is the true 
philosophy of the depression in business and 
the distress among the manufacturers. The 
Tribune warns the potters not to repeat the 
error, but it has not the candor to warn the 
country that the temptation ought to be re- 
moved from all classes of American manu- 
facturers. 

The indifference of manufacturers to the 
welfare of the laborers they employ has been 
conspicuously shown in the course of trade 
since the new tariff went into operation. The 
makers of pottery were doubtless aware that 
the result of a20 per cent increase of the 
tariff would be a reduction of 20 per cent in. 
consumption, and a consequent decrease of 
20 per cent approximatelv in the demand for 
labor to provide the smaller supply of manu- 
factured goods. But they were willing to 
dismiss one in five of their workmen if at 
the same time they could add one dollar in 
five to their profits on the lessened output. 
We are justified in holding that they were in- 
fluenced by such considerations as these, in- 
asmuch as this was the effect of raising the 
tariff, and it was so obviously natural and 
legitimate that all wise men foresaw it.

Fresa trouble has broken out in the Dem- 
ocratic party on the Pacific Slope. A few 
weeks ago indictments were returned against 
several Democratic officials of the City of 
San Francisco, and the whole Democratic 
Administration of that city was severely cen- 
sured. But that is not the cause of the 
trouble. Trifles like indictmentsgdo not 
bother Democrats. The trouble is of a more 
serious nature than that. It is nothing less 
than a general declaration of war by the 
Democratic farmers of California against 
the ring Democracy of the cities. The Dem- 
ocrats of the cities have been preying 
on the rural Democratic fold. The 
two Railroad Commissioners nominated 
last year by the State Democratic 
Convention held at San José are charged with 
beifig the tools of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, which is described by a San Francisco 
paper asa crushing monopoly, utterly re- 
gardless of the rights of the people—* a cruel, 
cold-blooded, corrupt, and corrupting thing.” 
The rural Democracy of California assert 
that these two Railroad Commissioners, whom 
they elected as they thought to protect their 
interests, are in the pay of the company, and 
have adopted “a schedule of freight and 
passenger rates made out for them by a paid 
attorney of the railway, though it is nearly 
twice as high as reasonable rates.” The 
rural Democracy now assert that they have 
discovered that the nomination of this pre- 
cious pair of Commissioners “was pro- 
cured of the Democratic State Conven- 
tion at San José by the agents of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company for the 
uses of that company.” There is no doubt 
that there is dissatisfaction. The people of 
the counties through which the Central Pa- | 
eific lines run are up in arms. They will 
not be satisfied until the Commissioners im- 
posed on them by the San Francisco and Sac- 
ramento delegates and the railroad agents 
resign or are removed by the Democratic 
Governor. The Democratic Central Commit- 
tees of thirty-two counties of the State, the 
rural Democratic newspapers, fourteen mem- 
bers of the Democratic State Committee, and 
all the Democratic farmers demand their re- 
moval. But the Democratic Governor turns 
a deaf var to the demand, and he is backed 
up by twenty-two members of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, mostly from the 
cities, and not a few connected officially with 
the railroad. It is probable that the two 
Democratic ring Railroad Commissioners 
will remain.

Inn Republicans havea majority now in 
eighty-two out of ninety of the principal as- 
semblies in France. The eight assemblies 
in which the Bourbons and Bonapartists 
have majorities are about as amenable to 
public opinion as are the Pennsylvania Dem- 
ocrats who yet vote for Gen. Jackson. It 
must be remembered that the elections for | 
the Councils-General occur only once every 
three years, and that in 1874, three years aft- 
er the third Republic was declared, the Re- 
actionists had a majority. The membership 
of these bodies then stood 1,469 Republicans, 
1.531 Conservatives. After the election of 
1877 the.complexion was 1,607 Republicans, 
1,598 Conservatives, The elections of 1880 
changed this to 1,906 Republicans to 1,004 
Conservatives. Now the Republicans have 
a membership of 2,129, and the Conservatives, 
Bonapartists, Clericals, Orleanists, Bour- 
bons, Vendeans have but 869 all told. This 
is incontestible evidence that the Republic 
has gained greatly in popular sympathy, 
and is sustained by the bulk of the French 
people. Every effort was made at the recent 
elections to secure the election of Clerical 
Conservatives.

ground. The result has been a complete 
triumph for the Republic and for Republican 
principles. It has proved that the French 
people are tired of experimenting with 
Bourbons and Bonopartists, and that they 
have come to the conclusion that a Republic 
is the form of government best suited to the 
tastes and genius of the nation. Under the 
circumstances thé authorities can well afford 
to pay no attention to the mummeries of the

Tre Libert bill, now pending before the 
General Council of India, involves something 
more than the principle that the jurisdiction of 
native Judges should extend to all classes of 
criminal cases, and should be exercised equaliy 
over European and Indian criminals. It in- 
volves a question of expense and taxation. The 
present English officials employed in India are 
paid enormous salaries. Their terms of service 

are short and they get large retiring pensions. 
The buge salaries and large pensions bear 
hardiy on the natives. The amount.paid last 
year to ex-oflicials, mostly residents of England 
now, was $30,000,000. Of course Muropeans will 
not act in India unless they are paid well, and 
are assured of large retiring allowances. They 
run great risks; the climate is not healthy for 
Europeans. The bigh rate of taxation must be 
maintained as long as Ruropeans are employed. 
The only way out of the aifficulty is to employ 
natives to do the work. India has thousands of 
highly-educated young men, many of them 
‘graduates of Buglish universities and colleges. 
They are willing to work for far smaller 
salaries than the Europeans will work for, and 
they demand no retiring pensions. If it is set- 
tled that native Judges are competent in all 
cases, then why are not natives competent as 
officials in all the Indian departments? Are not 
the English high-salaried officers and pension- 
ers afraid that if the libert bill passes the na- 
tives will be asking themselves this auestion? 


Tue astonishment with which the world 
will receive the intelligence that a blacksmith 
keeps a set of books, and that Jay Gould served 
his apprenticeship in bookkeeping “where the 
village smithy stands, will be overshadowed by 
the surprise created at his own admission that 
be once actually got down on his marrow-bones 
and prayed.

‘ IN FAVOR OF PEACE. 

Loxpox, Sept. 6.—A_ private letter from 
Pekin says Li Hung Chang is really in favor 
of a peaceable solution of the difficulty with 
France, while intriguers, who surround the 
court, are urgent in their cry for war. 
Prince Kung, one of the consérvative mem- 
bers of the Government, expresses the upin- 
ion that war would be a signal for a number 
of outbreaks in the Empire. The Empress 
is reported to be even fearful for the perma- 
nence of the dynasty, and is inclined to favor 
such measures as shall secure peace.

The 
latter is vulnerable only in those ports which 
otcupy a quasi-international position, and 
any blow struck there will be feit through- 
out Europe. The shock to English trade in 
the East Indies will be most disastrous, and 
the relations between England and France 
be seriously .embittered thereby. Disloca- 
tion of the cotton trade would put out of 
employment thousands of operatives in tne 
Lancashire factories, and the revenue to the 
British Crown from India would showa 
serious deficit. 

The Times points out that, in the event of 
war, Americans, Germans, Japanese, and 
even the Chinese themselves, would secure 
more of the foreign and coasting trade in 
the East than the French. 5 

CHINA PKEPARED FOR WAR. 

The Standird’s Hong Kong special says: 
People in China seem to have little fear of 
the result ot the war with France, and be- 
lieve that with their new armaments and 
the vastiy improved discipline of their forces 
the nation is far better able to cope witha 
foreign enemy than it was in the war of 1860, 
The Chindse paper urges that immediate ac- 
tion be taken to prevent annexation by the 
French of any portion of Chinese territory, 
and expresses indignation that such an at- 
tempt should have been made at this time, 
when China was at peace with France. 

DESERTIONS PROM FRENCH VESSELS. 

A large number of Chinese employed. on 
board French vessels have deserted.

CANTON AND PAKOI TO BE BLOCKADED. 

The Times’ Hong Kong special states ad- 
vices have been received from Haiphong an- 
nouncing that the French Admiral wili 
blockade the ports of Canton and Pakoi un- 
less Chinese troops are withdrawn from the 
Tonguin frontier. 

CHINESE MERCHANTS LEAVING CANTON. 

It is stated that Chinese merchants are 
leaving Canton because their letters were 
opened and they distrust the Canton Man- 
darins. 
‘ MOVEMENTS OF CELESTIAL TROOPS. 

A dispatch from Hong Kong says no Chi- 
nese men-of-war have arrived there from 
the North. Three Chinese transports reached 
Pakoi a fortnight-ago with 750 regulars; 
1,750 militia arrived at Canton Saturday last 
on board a merchant steamer. Large quan- 
-tities of.supplies and provisions are being 
collected and stored at Canton. 

THE DEMAND OF MARQUIS TSENG REFUSED. 

Panis, Sept. 6.—Marquis Tseng, the Chi- 
nese Embassador, has, under the instruc- 
tions of his Government, demanded the with- 
drawal of France from the Hué treaty. 
Ferry, the Frepch Prime Minister, refused 
to comply, but assured the Marquis Tseng 
that France is willing to give China the nec- 
essary guarantees for the integrity of her 


frontier. 
WILL RESIGN. 

The rumor is current that Gen. Thibaudin, 
the Minister of War, will resign. 

AN ENTERPRISING COMMISSIONER. 

It is said Hormand, the French Civil Com- 
missioner for Tonquin, planned the expedi- 
tion to Hué, ordered the bombardment of 
the forts on the Hué River, and conciuded 
the treaty with Annam on his own responsi- 
bility. The Government is extremely an- 
noyed. 

WANTS PROPOSALS. 

Marquis Tseng presented France some 
days ago, at the request of Challemel-Lacour, 
a statement of China’s proposals with refer- 
ence to Tonquin. He now asks in return a 
statement of French counter-proposals. 

The interview between Tseng and Challe- 
mel-Lacour was very cordial, and confined 
altogether to the exchange of ideas intended 
to pave the way for further treaty. 

CHINA, NOT ANAM. 

A Hong Kong correspondent writes: The 
French represent the Hué Treaty as settling 
the Tonquin question. That representation 
is not the true one. The difficulty is to deal 
with China, not with Annam. China alone 
can open Song Koe. She is willing to make 
it an international waterway if the European 
Powers and America request her to do so. 
This is the only possible solution of the ques- 
tion atissue. The District of Haiphong is 
still flooded, and all operations are. sus- 
pended.

THE ANNAMITES LIVE, 
The flooded state of the country round

Those whom I met in Saigon were 
for the most part deardless boys, pale and 
sickly looking to a degree, and appeared by 
no means able to withstand a climate that is 
gie even to well-seasoned individual 
while their slouching gait and general air o 
indiscipline bore witness to fact that 
they were mainly raw conscripts. 
THE MARINES. 


“The marines, on the con „are fine 
stalwart fellows, capabie of ring any 
amount of fatigue and hard knocks. In 
Tonquin they will need ali the health and 
strength with which they aré endowed. 
They will find there an enemy more insid- 
ious in its attacks, but none the less deadly, 
than the treacherous Tonquinese. Sca y 
had the transports arrived in Saigou than 
sickness broke out among the troops on 
board. On the Annamite, especially, nearly 
20 per cent were suffering from fever within 
three days after theirarrivalin port. At this 
season of the year the climate of Tonquin is 
in its effects on the newly arrived European 
far worse than that of the unheaithiest spots 
of Lower Burmah.

Strange to say, although Saigon 
is within forty-eight hours’ steaming from 
Haiphong, the residents here are devendent 
on Hong ong for all information of the move- 
ments of the French in Tonquin, between 
which and Hong Kong there are regular 
ste mers running three or four times a week, 
while Saigon is served with only a monthly 
steamer from Haiphong.

, THE CHINESE TROOPS. 

The Chinese troops are by no means un- 
prepared for the difficulties of a long cani- 
paign 552 The Chinaman, who has 
sprea over the countries adjacent to bis 
own during the last few years, works joyfui- 
ly from the first thing in the morning to the 
last thing at night, never stopping except for 
an hour or so to eat, and as careless of the 
hot sun as though it did not exist. He will 
carry teak, saw 3 chop bam load 
or unload ships, undertake, ind all 
the heaviest work imaginable, and this 
in the presence of such a temperature as to 
the natives of the countries themseives is al- 
most unbearable. This, no doubt, is rea- 
son that the Chinese coolie is fast edging out 
all the other inhabitants of the lands that 
border upon the Gulf of Tonkin. While 
they are overwhelmed by the heat he is 
happy to carry coal, rice, stone ballast, All 
he requires is regular pay; the state of the 
thermometer is a secondary consideration. 
In order, however, to labor in this fashion he 
des not clothe himself very elaborately. A 
single rag round his waist completed his 
toilet, unless occasionally he may wear a huge 
sun-hat, which gives him the appearance, at 
a distance, of a walking mushroom. But for 
all practical purposes it may be said that the 
linen strip is his whole and sole clothing. 
When nighttime comes and the labors of the 
day are over he will unwind the pigtail, 
which during the working hours has been 
twirted round his head, and after taking his 


| bath—the Chinese coolie loves immersion in- 


a stream, no matter how ore the water may 
be—he may array himself in a linen 
shirt, white pantaloons, 
broad-sleeved coat, put 
mushroom hat on one 8 
head, and jauntily go off in 
of enjoyment. But all day long he is clad in 
about two yards of cotton“ goods,“ and is 
therewithal ex ugly contented. His 
brother ot the army is not so very differentiy 
accoutered. In the north of China, during 
the cold weather, he wears certainly a great 
deal of clothing, and his comfortable jacket 
ami very serviceable boots have been made 
the basis for many a foolish caricature. But 
in tropical countries and in the great heat 
the Chinese. soldier wears a light and airy 
uniform, which consists solely of a cap, a 
thin linen jacket, and a gauzy pair of pants. 
He knows that with more clothing he even 
\capabie as he is of braving the sun, would 
at a serious disadvantage; and, having 
is knowledge, he goes to war ciad suita- 
for the climate he has to encounter. 
The Frenchman who proposes to fight him, 
on the other hand, is attired very much in 
same way as at home. A good, thick blue 
uniform, with solid red trousers, and of 
course, a strong thick shirt, with hard 
leather boots, go to make up his costume. A 
Chinaman would faint in such a dress. Is it 
atall surprising if the unacclimatized French- 
men feel the heat? Europeans generally in 
these climes recognize the fact that only the 
lightest, clothing is at all bearable, and con-

possible garments, wear double helmets, earry 
sun umbrellas, only go out into the 
sun when absolutely obliged, venturing upon 
ho severe labors exceptin the morning a

Senator Vissaugel delivered the opening 
address, in which he eulogized Lafayette as 
one of*the principal authors of French liber-

In all the royal tours lately the Con- 
servatives every where have been conspicuous 
for their demonstrations, and mustered in the 
strongest numbers at every stage of the royal 
journey, surpassing in fact, the official de- 
monstrations and contrasting with the 
silent curiosity of the crowds in the 
streets.

The of the Maid of the Mist 
through the rapids in 1861 had attracted some 
attention. A great thought struck the peo- 
ple to be benefited, and they resolved to build 
a duplicate of the steamer and send it 
through the rapids. An oid wood-barge was 
bought at Tonawanda and taken to the falls. 
As far as could be conveniently done with- 


out incurring much expense it was built up to 


resemble the little steamer which had made 
the passage. It was the hollowest kind of a 
sham, however. In the wheel-house were 
no. paddies, the pine wheel was con- 
nected with no rudder, the  stove- 
pipe smoke-stack emitted smoke from 
a cast-off stove. Herethe similarity of this 
fraud to the old Maid of the Mist ended. 
Some of the railroads entered into the 
scheme, and Sept. 6 was extensively adver- 
tised as the time when the grandest spectacle 
ever seen at the mighty Niagara could be 
witnessed. 
AN ADVERTISING SCHEME. | 
Today saw perhaps 40,000 people at the 
river to witness the farce. It was the inten- 
tion to paint the sham and christen her the 
Maid of the Mist, but yesterday a patent- 
medicine man stepped in and bought the 


boat. Mr. P. A. Porter, of the Niagara Fails 


Gazette, who looked upon the affair as an 
interesting experiment and invested some 
money, promptly withdrew from all connec- 
tion with it. The greatest of Niagara frauds 
went on to full fruition, just the same, how- 
ever. The boat was fifty-two feet in length 


with an eighteen-foot beam, and drew one 


foot of water. A dummy pilot was put on 
board. The paddle-boxes and other parts of 
the boat bore advertisements of the patent 
medicine. In advantte of the boat a big raft 
with a banner advertising another patent 


medicine was sent down the rapids. A 


shoemaker also sent through a device adver- 
tising his wares. 
THE CULMINATION. 

At 3:48 the boat entered the rapids, and in 
two and a half minutes she was at the neck 
of the whirlpool, having kept quite close to 
the American shore. She turned around a 
dozen times before entering the whirlpool. 
Still turning around she was run straight 
across the basin, and in ninetee minutes from 
starting ran her nose against the bank. 
Everything was in place, and the boat was 
little injured. An iron rail was used asa 
drag. The boat was finally shoved off 
and went out of the whirlpool, bringing up 
at Lewiston. This was the tame trip of the 
new Maid of the Mist, which called out half 
of Western New York Canada. The 
trial demonstrated nothing beyond the 
sublime frauds that may be perpetrated at 
Niagara.

SpARROWS ON TOAST. 


New Jersey Lads Selling the Birds to 
New Kork Restau t-K ecepers. 

[New York World.] -A Baretooted. dirty- 
faced urchin, carrying a large basket, the 
contents of which were half concealed by a 
cloth that had once been white; emerged 
from a Chatham street restaurant yester- 
day morning and stood for a mo- 
ment looking about. Making a sudden 
dive across the street he entered a 
prominent hotel, from which he came 
out very soon and went into another restau- 
rant a few doors below. A corner of the 


sheet covering the basket had become dis- 


arranged and the brown feathers of a score 
of little birds could be seen. To an inquir 


-as to the contents of the basket the little f 


low laconically replied: “ Sparrows.” 

„Vat are you going to do with em?“ 
of course.” 

„To whom?” 

„Any body that wants to buy. Restaurants 
and hotels take most of ’em.” 

“ What are they good for?” 

“Good for!“ ha exclaimed, opening his 
eyes so widely as to crack the dirt on his 
face. “Good to eat, of course. Spose they 
want to use ’em for bait? Sparrow pot-pie is 
boss. Everybody likes it. I have y 
sold 156 birds this morning.” 

Further inquiries elicited the information 
that the boy had been engaged selling spar 
rows for food for about three months. He 
lived about fourteen miles back of Jersey 
City and trapped the birds in large numbers. 
At first he began in a small way, but his fa- 
ther, who was a farmer, had taken to the 
business and large numbers were now 
trapped and shot every day. He found an 
easy sale for them in nearly all the down- 
town restaurants and hotels, receiving 2 
cents per dozen for the better birds. 

* But,” it was sus ted, the restaurants 
do not sell sparrows to customers. At least 
the dish is not comprised in their bill of 

re. 

* Well, you see, at some places they call 
sparrows ‘reed-birds,’ It.sounds better and 
the Sbirds cem to taste better under that 
name. But down here in Pearl stfeet there 
is a place where they advertise sparrow pot- 
pies every other day.“ 

At the restaurant named the 
seemed to be the favorit dish. A placard in 
the window announced it to be fresh, and 
also conveyed the information that the spar- 
rows were English. The proprietor said be 
had been serving the dish for a month ove 
and his customers seemed to be well 
with it. He purchased the birds from ped- 
dlers who earried them from door to door,

“It required sixty-eight birds to satisfy 
the appetites of those eight men,” declared 
Mr. Everett, and they appeared to enjoy the 
little brown tellows. ‘The reason why we 
do not have sparrows on our bill of fare is 
because it requires too mach time to prepare 
them.“

SOLDIERING IN ANNAM, 


Composition of the Annamite Army, 

mud Its Discipline. 
The St. James’ Gazette gives an interest- 
ing description of the army at the disposal of 
the King ot Annam. It is reckoned officially 
at 200,000 men. Of these, 40,000 garrison the 
Capital, ana half that number is assigned to 
Hanoi and the surrounding fortresses, Nam- 
Dinh, Ninh Binh, Bach Ninh, and other 
places in Tonquin. The rest are ordinari- 
ly disguised in civilian attire, and 
are not to be distinguished from 
harmless agriculturists. When a man is 
dressed in the customary vestments of a 
Madras coast coolie—a handkerchief and a 
bit of string—it is difficult at the first blush 
to determine his profession. In Annam, 
however, the matter is rendered compara- 
tively simple. The law is, from every three 
men one recruit, Except, however, in cases 


of extraordinary public necessity this rule is 
not acted up to; one man from every seven 
or eight is much nearer the aver The 
selection of the recruits is left entirely to the 
local authorities, and the village mandarins 
make a good thing out of the annual levies, 

In default of syuad-drill the Annamese re- 
cruits are put through a variety of urpleas- 
ant experiences designed to test their cour- 
age. Physical courage and endurance are 
supposed to be the primary requisits of a soi- 
dier, and after that the knowledge of how to 
load and let off a gun. It is pleasantly as- 
> sumed dy the military officers that the men 
chosen for army are the worst of the 

pulation: The mandarins are sup to 
eep their districts quiet by drafting. all 
their mauvais sujets into the annual 
levy. There is, n the less 
compunction in pees them through 
prescribed ts. The first of 
these Is to assault the raw recruit violently 
with asabre. The sabre ls a wooden one, 
certainly, but the drill-sergeant hits hard, 
and knows from personal experience where 
it hurts most. Operations commence on the 
back and end with blows on the head. The 
recruit who stands battering about the head 
for a matter of five minutes without uttering 
a groan or flinching, even involuntarily, is 
hailed as a finished soldier and excused 
further drill.“ To shrink, or even to moan, 
when beaten on the head with the wooden 
sabre is considered pardonable, and the vic- 
tim is noted down as an ordinary” soldier, 
instead of an “able-bodied ’’ one. 

But the recruit who cries out when he is 
hit on the body, or confesses by a wriggle 
that the exercise is nful, is reported for 
punishment, and n put through anew 
course of instruction. The punishment 
usually consists in a certain number of blows 
froma bamboo on the upper part of the 
thighs, so that, except for the dignity of the 
thing, there is a close resemblance between 
punishment and military discipline.

collision between the schooner Moonlight 
barge Jeremiah Godfrey at Cleveland two years 
ago bas at last reached conclusion in the United 
States District Court.

. While | bave little faith in the almost universal 
speciie of trap-ventilation I am by nd means 
ear as to the best substitute for it in all cases— 
only clear that a substitute must be found. In 
my opinion, all that we can safely say is that, in 
one way or another, either by a permanent and 
secure water Seal ot good depth, or by the in- 
terposition of mechanical obstacies to the re- 
‘turn of the air of tne draih, we must manage in 
ali cases to separate the uir of the soil- pipe from 
that of the interior of the nouse. While no uni- 
versal recipe can be furnished for this, there is 
no case in which, by one means or another, the 
desired result cannot be obtained. 

Ia the foregoing review ot the requirements 
of a properly-constructed drainage system we 
bave an indication of all that it is absolutely es- 
sential to encompass. in the treatment of the 
various points referred to the cardinal! rute of 
simplicity should ever be borne in mind. 
Drainage works may be introduced into a house 
in such a manner as to be to ali intents and pur- 
poses — 1 tab safe. The shade of apprehen- 
sion which they may justiy Cause is, in the case 
of simple and well- arranged work, practicaily 
not to be considered. It is. however, a case sur- 
gesting something like the mathematical ex- | 
pression, “ inversely as the square of the dis- 
tance. If a certain amount of piping 
is in the least degree dangerous, twice that 
amount is four times as dangerous and four 
times that amount is sixteen times us danger 
ous, and 80 On, not absolutely, of course, but 
relatively. In other words, while we make a!! 
our drainage works as perfect as possible, let us 
limit ourselves in all cases to the very smallest 
amount of piping, the least amount of rainitica- 
tion, and the smallest number of water-closets 
and other vessels consistent with reasonabie 
‘convenience. A stationary washstand in the 
bathroom, baving a sbort and well-fiushed con- | 
pection directly with the main soll nive, 
never be objected to. A stationary basin ten or 
twenty or thirty feet distant, witb a long con- 
nection pipe, should always be avoided. 

The luxury of an abundant flow of water in 
every bed-room seems at first flush to be worth 
all ite cost. If we mean cost in money this is 
true; if we mean cost in risk itis by no means 
true. Practically itis one of those luxuries ta 
which no considerate person appreciating all 
the bear of the case would think of indule- 
ing himeeif. One of the lead argumeuts of 
the trap-ventiiation school is t such ventila- 
tion leads to the compiete aeration of long lat - 
eral wastes. My remedy would be to abandon, 
as we always my in new work, the use of — 
lateral wastes.

Piumbers are provermalis slow to learn, but 
they learn nevertheless, and will in due time 
accept the pure theory as the wisest practice. 
Their clients will do well to anticipate them. 
My own present idea is that if we can get rid of 
lateral waste-pipes longer thau are needed for 
the connection of the most distant fixture in a 
bath-room there will bea suilicient change of 
the atmosphere of the pipes resulti from 
their open connection with a thoroughbiy-ven- 
tilated soil-vipe. Assuming this to be so, then 
the question of traps is the only important one 
that is not yet satisfactorily solved. As I have 
already indicated, I do not regard the system of 
“ back-ventilauon,” or the venting of water- 
sealed traps, as satisfactory. Although acce 
rousiy recommended by well- 
known authoritivs on -house-drainage, it 
seems to me only a makeshbif 
and 3 makesbitt is attend 
with poesible dangers at least equal to those 
which it is intended to remove. Mechanical 
traps are a makeshift also, though on the whole 
much tess objectionable than venting de- 
vice. 80 far as I can judge from ali that bas 
yet been said and done, the best soluuou of the 
difficulty will be, if it can be made practicable, 
to aliow the use of no trap of any kind, nor in 
any ition which is not in full view whenever 
the fixture is used, excepting perbaps certain 
subsidiary traps on kitchen and laundry wastes. 
If we can trap over wash-basins in such a way 
that the top of the water-seal shall always be in 
view on looking into the bowl, 
our bath-tubs in like manner, we will

BATH-TUBS, ETC. 
Bath-tubs may be—and in the best work they

ty. What is generally regarded as necessary to 
luxurious and entirely convenient living is, as I 
have indicated above, inconsistent with abso- 
lute security. It is well within the power of 
the plumber to distribute his fixtures and their 
supply and 9 in wild ramitication 
througbout the whole buildmg and to make the 
whole pretty nearly safe. It is not. in my opin- 
ion, possible for him to make such widely-dis- 
tributed work entirely gafe. My advice to ail 
intending bouse-buiiders would be to pro- 
vide an abundant supply of hot end 
cold water at least on two floors of even 
the most ordinary house; on every floor of 
bouses of a more generous character, and per- 
baps at two or more pointson each floor of very 
jarge houses. I would absolutely reject all 
water-closets, wash-bowls, and baths from 
every bedroom and from every oben 
into a bedroom, concentrat them all in one 
or more bath-rooms ou each floor.

wash-bowl and pitcher that tuts alone is a suf- 
ficient compensation for the slight addidonal 
service. 

The slop- r. almost always an abomina- 
tion, located in a dark and unventilated closet, 
should tind no piace in any part ot the house, 
nor should the ordinary urinal. 

A properly arranged water-closet will, 1 
have already said, serve both purposes in 
most perfect and convenient manner. 

The location of the bath-room is to be deter- 
mined by several considerations. It must be 
conveniently placed, it must be protected by its 
position or by artificial warming against the in- 
roads of frost, and it must absolutely be sup- 
plied efficient ventilation, and with a ventilation 
that it is very difficult to secure unless it 
is placed against an outer wall of the bouse 
and furnished with a airect opeumg to the outer 
air. A frequent position of the bath-room in 
New York houses, between the front and rear 
bed- rooms, and opening into one or both of 
them and into the hall, is probably the worst 
that could be devised. ido not, however, re- 
gard even sud a 1 so absolutely inad- 
missable. If the drainage works are thoroughly 
well constructed, and all of the indications 
that | have given concerning simplicity of ar- 
rangement, freedom of access, and absence of 
carpentry are followed. and especially if the 
principie of copious flushing, and the entire 
abolition of dribbimg are insisted on, perfect 
ventilation of the apartment will be a matter of 
comfort rather thunofbeaith.
